Afterwards he 
was the representative of Honduras in the 
Congress of Central American States which 
met in Guatemala in 1886 and also the Costa 
Rica Convention ot 1 will 
arrive at New York in the Pacific 
Mail steamship Aspinwall about the Mth inst. 
Dr. Fernando Oruz, the representative of 
Guatemala, is also the new Minister from that 
country to the United States, having suc- 
ceeded Francisco Lienfesta. He arrived in 
this country in July, but has been spending 
the summer with his family on Long Island. 
Dr. Cruz is probably the foremost literary man 
of Guatemala. aswell asa politician of high 
degree. He served as Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs under President Barrios, and since 
then has been President of the National Uni- 
versity. Hes s English with considerable 
fluency. Much public interest attaches to the 
forthcoming tour of the country which will be 
the first business of the Congress. The party 
will leave Washington October 3, and be gone 
forty days.

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 16.—Im- 
mediately upon bis return to China Mr. Koo 
of the Chinese Legation here will be married

bride and groom are forced to sit back to back 
for three or four hours in solemn silence on a 
board table, during which pro mme the 
woman is so heavily veiled that eden the most 
ardent gaze of her legal partner would fail to 
distinguish her features. At the conclusion 
of the ceremonies the crowning stroke is the 
spiriting away ofthe bride by her relatives, 
who for days thereafter keep her in the 
closest seciusion away from her husband. 
He, during that period, can neither 
see nor speak to her. The new Chinese Min- 
ister has announced in advance his intention 
not only of restricting the socTf&al privileges of 
the members of the legation, but of debarrin 
them altogether from any friendshi wit 
American women. According to the ideas of 
his Celestial Highness, such friendship can 
only prove injurious to both parties. 


The Cruiser Baltimore’s Trial.

It was 
brought into such thorough touch with the 
stage that even the most delicate points of the 
dialogue were grasped at once and a continu- 
ous ripple of laughter and applause greeted 
the mevement of the play.

The approval was merited in large measure. 
Mr. Hoyt is modest in his claims. He does not 
claim to have written a brilliant society come- 
dy nor a strong, sustained absorbing drama. 
‘*A Midnight Bell’’ is neither. The 
the author is accomplished in embroidering 
on the warp and woof of a simple story of vn 
lage life some picturesque, homely, natural 


scenes in which familiar characters are out- 
lined and exceedingly human characteristics 
are exhibited. 

Mr. Hoyt illustrates in the play the theory 
of the drama which places a high value on in- 
cidents and character. In all of his work he 
has shown a keen insight into the foibles and 
peculiarities of human nature and the 
humorous incidents of buman life. He 
has also shown remarkable clearness in 
exhibiting them and in using 
every day material for laughter- making 
purposes. He is an admlrable sketcher of 
characteristics and uses unconsidered trifies 
with skill. Ihis talent is shown ina Mid- 
night Bell,“ only the results are more deli- 
} cate and refined and the methods are more 
artistic than in his previous efforts. There is 
an absence of the farce contrivance and of the 
rough and tumble situation. 

The plot is conventional and is not devel- 
oped with much strength or skill, but it is not 
offensive, and the denouement is clever. The 
meat of the piece is the picturing of the char- 
acters and scenes ofa New England village. 
Every one who ever lived ina village or. has 
read about one recognizes the characters. 
Deacon Tidd, whois practical and don’t care 
for manners, but who has much shrewd wit 
and sense and some heart, is atype. The vil- 
lage old maid and the village bad boy, the 
lawyer and the preacher, the preacher’s inde- 
pendent sister (who shocks the good, prudish 
people), the gossip of the sewing society, the 
scandals and jealousies of the community, the 
characteristics of the country school, are 
taken from life. Many thingsin the play may 


have amused people before, but they 
never lose their humorous or pu- 
thetic charms. Some weaknesses of 
human nature are keenly satirized 


in the dialogue and there are many bright 
lines and amusing situations scattered 
through the play. Some melodious music and 
a few specialities introduced naturally add to 
the attractions of the performance. It can 
scarcely fall to entertain any audience. The 
stage setting is attractive. 

At the head of the cast is George Richards 
as Deacon Tidd. His make-up is a master- 
piece and his character work is exceedingly 
ciever, artistic and effective. Eugene Can- 
field’s village boy is a bright and amusing 
piece of work. Miss Annie Adams 
gives a sketch of the village old 
maid which in dialect and eneral 
characteristics is excellent. Frank ane’s 
Napier Keene, the lawyer, was good, and R. 
J. Dillon’s clergyman was life-like. Maude 
Adamsas Dot Bradbury was attractive aad 
bright. Miss Fannie Mcintyre gave a pleasing 
and graceful portrait of the village school- 
ma’m. All the members of the cast were 
fairly satisfactory, and little Dot Clarendon, 
the baby of the school, made a tremendous 
hit. She recited several pieces in a way 
which captured the audience at once, and 
gained ber four encores. She is the cutest 
and cleverest 3-year-oid on the stage.

HENRY S. IVES’ TRIAL. 


Confidential Clerk Woodruff Gives Some 
Highly Interesting Testimony. 


New Ton, September 16.— The trial of 
Henry 8. Ives was resuined in General Ses- 
sions Court this morning before Becorder 
Smyth. lves was early in his place and 
showed no signs of discomfiture because of 
the developments of the pastfew days. After 
a brief examination of Assignee Cromwell, 
who was appointed when the firm of 
H. 8. Ives & Co. failed on August 11, 1887, the 
important witness for the prosecution, E. 
Wilson Woodruff, confidential secretary to 
Ives and later secretary to the O., H. & D. 
Railroad was called to the witness stand. 
Ives’ face was a study when Woodruff was 
called. His face flushed percep ti- 
bly, but he made no other sign. Wood- 
ruff isa young man of an unprepossessing 
face. He stated that he had first become ac- 
quainted with Ives eight years ago, both being 
employed as clerks in an advertising agency. 
After that the witness went into the fire in- 
surance business and on the lst of February, 
1886, after being Ives’ partner changed his 
relations and became confidential clerk. Mr. 
Parker asked aboutthat time what he had 
seen or heard concerning Ives’ inception of 
the C., H. & D. scheme. 

‘*] went into what wecalled the back office 
and looked over a supplement of a financial 
paper containing a map of the C., H. & D. 
road. Iheard Mr. Ives remark to Mr. Stay- 
nor: It will be a very nice thing if we can get 
control of that road. 

The witness went to Cincinnati in 1886 in re- 
sponse toatelegram from Ives. ‘‘This was 
the day before the election.“ After the 
election he came back to New York. When 
near this city Ives wanted Woodruff to go 
over to Brooklyn and take breakfast with 


Staynor. After breakfast Woodruff was asked 
to step up stairs. In a room on the 
third floor, Ives told bim to make out 2,000 


shares in the name of Morris Moore, which he 
did. Five more certificates were made out in 
200 shares each. Staynor objected to this 
method. He saidthe blocks were too higb. 
This was on June 21.

NEWBERRY BILL. 


ACALL ON THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL FOR 
' ANOTHER OPINION. 


The Request Made by the Board of Rau- 
road Commissioners on Account of Judge 
Thomas’ Instructions to the Jefferson 
County Grand-Jury—Neo Trouble Antici- 
pated Here. . |

JEFFERSON City, Mo., September 16.—The 
recent charge of Judge Thomas to the Jeffer- 
aa County Grand-jury of Hillsboro, in which

NINETY DAYS AFTER ADJOURNMENT. 

It is evident that-the Attorney-General’s 
opinion has undergone no change, butas his 
decision will be of great importance in de- 
termining the question he is now giving the 
mattera very carefal consideration and his 
opinion will not, therefore, likely be rendered 
before the middle of the week.

the Merchants’ Exchange, said: ‘‘There is no 
doubt that as far as regards the time at which 
it goes into effect, the Newberry bill is on all 
forms with the bill establishing grain in- 
spection. But in spite of that I have no idea 
any will be made 
to enforce latter law until 
November 1. Iknow that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral gave no opinion, at least no official opin- 
ion, to Inspector Burks up to 10 0’clock to- 
day. I do not think that there can be any 
question thatthe law goes into effect on No- 
vember 1 and not earlier, but whether 
there is or not, there is scarcely a chance that 
any attempt will be made to enforce it be- 
fore that date. In the first place, by his ac- 
tion the inspector has abandoned all claim to 
the early enforcement of the law; and in the 
second place, he could not get ready to put 
his deputies at work for some time yet. 

D. PF. Grier said: ‘‘Burks went to Jefferson 
City to commence to make arrangements for 
establishing his grades. As every «rain re- 
ceiver knows, this is a work taking some 
time, as Kansas City, St. Joseph and other 
points have to e considered as well 
as St. Louis. The Railroad Commissioners 
decided nottotry totake charge here until 

the Ist of November, and even if they wanted 

to, they could scarcely be ready todo so 
before that date. | understand, although 
I do not know, that the Directors of the Mer- 
chant’s Exchange will bring the matter be- 
fore a court if any attempt is made to enforce 
the act before November 1. I do not believe it 
will be done. 

Several other large grain receivers ex- 

pressed the same opinion, and said that they 
felt confident that the Saline County decision 
would cut no figure in the St. Louis situation.

AN OFFICIAL DISGRACE. 

The outrageous manner in which the 
office of City Attorney has been abused 
for the protection of roughs and law- 
breakers of the worst kind during the in- 
aumbency of JamMEs J. BUTLER reached a 
disgraceful culmination last week. 

The story of this latest outrage on official 
honesty and decency committed by the 
City Attorney is fully told in our local 
columns. It involves drunkenness, phys- 
ical interference with the police in the 
discharge of their duty, the attempt to 
terrorize a witness by threats and vio- 
lence and the corrupt, arbitrary use of 
official power to protect men arrested in 
the act of gambling from the consequences 
of their violation of law. 

It is charged that in a raid on the Two 
Johns saloon City Attorner JI“ Bur- 
LER, while crazy drunk,“ attempted to 
prevent the police officers from arresting 
crap players by word and act, that he 
struck the man who gave the information 
concerning gambling in the saloon to the 
police, attempted to bulidoze him into re- 
fusing to testify, cursed and abused the 
officers and dismissed the cases without 
trialin the Police Court the next morn- 
ing. The charges are made by Sergt. 
Boyp and four reputable patrolmen, 
whose statements do not vary in the 
slightest degree as to the facts. 

Comment is not only unnecessary but 
superfiuous in such a case. An immediate 
suspension and investigation of BUTLER’s 
conduct is demanded by every instinct of 
decency, and his instant dismissal from 
the office he disgraces should wait only 
upon the formal substantiation of the 
charges. Mayor NOONAN owes it to the 
people of St. Louis to do his duty 
promptly in this matter.

A FATAL FALL. 


The Queer Actions and Violent Death of 
; Broker Miller. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
NEW York, September 16.—E. F. Miller, 
who had an office in the Produce Exchange, 
registered on August 14 at the Manhattan 


Hotel, paid his first week’s bill in full, and 


appeared to neglect bis business altogether, 
and finally, ten days ago, the proprietor of 
the hotel gave orders to give bim no further 
creditfat the bar.

Miller got liquor elsewhere 
after the hotel proprietor stopped it. Saturday 
night the hotel-keeper told him be must pay 


up or „ and Miller went out 
with the avowed purpose of getting 
money. He returned without the money, 


and sat up until 3 o’clock yesterday mOrD ing. 
He seemed very cheerful and on retiring said 
he intended to keepto his room on the first 
floor allday on Sunday. He was sober when 
he retired. At4o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the head cook found him lying in a pool of 
blood at the foot of the stairs. From the po- 
sition in which he lay it was apparent 
he had tripped against the rung of the bailue- 
trade and toppled over tothe floor. His neck 
struck against a narrow platform and the 
blow had . caused an internal hem- 
e ha 


morrhage. apparentiy been taken 
sick and had wandered down in 
the cellar. He was conscious when 
found and a doctor was sent for, 


but before he arrived Miller was dead. In his 
pockets were found a card bearing bis Prod- 
uce Exchange address, a pawn ticket for 81 
and a letter signed ‘‘Ann,’’ and addressed to 
him from Asbury Park. It was said that it 
was from his wife, who keeps a boarding- 
house at Asbury Park. In the letter 
she upbraided him for signin Hub 
instead of his proper name in his letter to her, 
and told him it was the last letter he would 
receive from her until he signed his peopes 
name. It was said at the hotel that Miller had 
given out there that he did not live on the 
best terms with his wife. He told his friends 
that be had been staying at the Victoria, but 
the clerk tnere said he had not. In his 
bureau were found letter-heads and envelopes 
of hotels, showing he had traveled consid- 
erably. The proprietor said that he under- 
stood that Mrs. Miller and Miller's partner 
had some sort ofcontrol of Miller’s finances, 
and that he was only allowed so much ata 
time. The body was taken to an undertaker’s 
and a dispatch sent to Mrs. Miller. 1 to 
midnight no reply had been received. Miller 
had a son about 20 years old, who, up to a few 
days ago, used to visit him.
